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DISCOVERIES NEED NOT BE NEW 
by 
Bill Holberton 


This short article will point out the importance of numis- 
matic books in the life of a numismatist. In this case the ‘“‘dis- 
covery” may not be new, but lack of easy availability of the 
writings about this area may give the impression of something 
“new” in the numismatic field. Then again, it may have been 
previously reported and-“‘lost’”’ through the passage of time. 

The discovery is the existence of a 2% garush coin of the 
Khalifa Abdullah of the Sudan. The Khalifa was the successor 
to the Mahdi, conqueror of Khartoum and General Gordon. The 
design of this early Sudan coinage followed the Turkish and 
Egyptian designs so as to make it easily acceptable by the public.

Now the difference between a 2 gurush and a 2'%gurush de- 
nomination on the obverse of the coins is small, consisting of a 
“wiggle” or small w. The Denomination is on the obverse of these 
coins below the toughra. The 2 gurush coin (Fig. 1) is a copy 
of the Egyptian coinage of this time (Fig. 2). The 24% gurush 
coin (Fig. 3) is a copy of the Turkish 5 piastre piece (Fig. 4) of 
this period. The value below the toughra is expressed in an 
Arabic numeral and the end letter of the word “gurush.”’ This 
is similar to our Liberty Head 2% dollar gold piece which has the 

value expressed as 214D. For the Sudan coin this becomes 2s or 
Pe . In the case of the 2% gurush this is 24% s or — ee

At the time of the purchase of these pieces I was aware only 
of the 2 gurush coin (Yeoman Sudan Y-B3) and as I already had 
the 5 gurush piece (Y-C3), I bought 2 pieces of both types think- 
ing they were only variations of the same denomination. Specifics 
of the 2 gurush pieces are 18 mm diameter, weights of 1.32 and 
1.92 grams, and dated 1311 AH. The 21% gurush pieces have 
diameters of 22 mm, weights of 2.44 and 3.02 grams, dated 1312 
AH. All pieces are struck in Omdurman, of copper.

My experience with the Egyptian series and especially Egypt 
Y-8 (Fig. 5), the 24% gurush piece, led me to notice the “wiggle” 
w between the 2 (  ) and the “sh” (4). Now since Yeo- 
man’s Modern World Coins did not list the 244 gurush, (Yeoman 
calls them piastres), I concluded I had made a “discovery.” 

As to whether the discovery” is new or not will depend upon 
the readers who know the Sudan series and their response to this 
article. Perhaps, they have a book on this subject. 
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ENGRAVERS ERRORS ON ENGLISH COINS 





A Variety of Halfpenny of George III 


The halfpenny shown above illustrates a very common type 
of engraving error. In the royal name an inverted A has been 
substituted for the V, thus reading GEORGIVS. (Even more 
often an error of this type will involve the use of an inverted V 
for an A.) 

Although this first currency issue of George III is rife with 
contemporary counterfeits, this coin is indisputably genuine: the 
bust punch, the letter punches, and the Britannia punch on the 
reverse correspond to Obverse 2 and Reverse C as listed by C. W. 
Peck in English Copper, Tin, and Bronze Coins in the British 
Museum, 1558-1958. The piece is dated 1775, and corresponds 
to Peck #908. 


SOME FURTHER COMMENTS ON 
JOHN BERGNE’S ANNOTATED COPY OF 
HAWKINS’ “SILVER COINS OF ENGLAND” 


In January of this year a description of John Bergne’s anno- 
tated copy of Hawkins’ Silver Coins of England was published in 
this jounal.' At that time certain of Mr. Bergne’s notations were 
printed, along with some of the illustrations which he had at- 
tached to or drawn on the interleaving. No discussion of the 
significance of these notes and illustrations was made. 

Several comments and conclusions can now be made regard- 
ing the manuscript entries, due mainly to the kindness of Mr. 
C. E. Blunt. That gentleman has sent to this writer a list of com- 
ments which he has given permission to appear here. It has be- 
come obvious also, that all of the illustrations in the Anglo-Saxon 
and Norman section of the manuscript should be reproduced and 
those not appearing in the first article in January are included 
here. 

Mr. Blunt’s comments are as follows:? 

1. The William I which you call VII/I is treated by Brooke 
as a variety of I (BMC NK II, p.1. and pl. II, where this 
very piece is illustrated). There is an engraving of it on 
p. 149 of NC XIV. 

2. If you have access to BNJ XXXII (1963) it would be 
useful to add the references for the Baldreds and the 
Ceolwulf. 

3. Similarly, Anglo-Saxon Coins (ed. Dolley) for the coin 
of Offa. Without these it is hard to judge what the coins 
might be (though I have in fact been able to identify 
from other sources all except the Offa).

4. Offa’s gold dinar is wrongly described as being in the 
French Imperial colln. It belonged to the Duc de Blacas 
and is now in the British Museum. 

5. The reference to Combe’s MS List is interesting. It can- 
not be to his MS catalogue of the Hunter colln. (SCBI 
Glasgow p. xi) but perhaps may be to his annotated 
copy of Ruding of which a copy in turn is in the BNS 
library. 

6. Iaenbernt. Capt. Bradby’s coin adds a further South- 
ampton provenance. 

7. The Ethelred has been condemned as false. BNJ 


XXVIII, p. 23. 
8. Details of the three coins found at Cuerdale would be 
useful. 


9. Perhaps explain that the reference is to the hand type of 
Edward the Elder? 
10. p. 65%. This is probably BMA 567. 
11. The William II/I mule has been condemned as false. 
(NC 1897, p. 229). 
The notes below follow Mr. Blunt’s list, although in several 
cases no comment is necessary. 

1. As stated in BMC NK this coin appeared in the P.W.P. 
Carlyon-Britton sale, 1913, lot 677. 

2. There are two coins of Baldred and one of Ceolwulf men- 
tioned in the manuscript. All are illustrated by drawings. 
The first Baldred piece (see illustration on p. 11 in the 
January issue of this journal) is unquestionably Ba 18, 
listed on p. 68 of the Corpus of The Coinage of Southern 
England, 796-840 by C. E. Blunt, C. S. S. Lyon, and 
B. H. I. H. Stewart (BNJ XXXII, pp. 1-74). The type 
is described on p. 24 “Baldred (1); with ‘Rex H’,” where 
it is stated that two coins are known of the moneyer 
Dun(un) with the cross moline reverse. The only other 
known coin of this type, Ba 17 in the Corpus, is illus- 
trated on pl. V (accompanying that work), and is also 
listed by J. J. North in English Hammered Coinage 
Vol. 1 (p. 47 and pl. II), where it is also illustrated.

The second Baldred piece, is also listed on p. 68 of the 
Corpus, as Ba 15(f) where the pedigree and find spot 
concur. Interestingly, Berne’s own coin mentioned below 
the manuscript picture is also listed by Blunt et al. as 
Ba 15(e).

The Ceolwulf I piece is listed in the Corpus as Cl 25 (p. 
61), and illustrated on pl. V. The drawing in Bergne’s 
manuscript corresponds exactly to the illustration, and 
the Evans pedigree also corresponds to Cl 25. 
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35353) 








The first coin of Offa appearing in the manuscript is a 
Group II non-portrait piece of the moneyer Tirwald 
(Tidwald), similar to the type listed by C. E. Blunt in 
“The Coinage of Offa” (Anglo-Saxon Coins), pp. 39-62, 
as number 80. Blunt, on p. 43 indicates that only 2 coins 
are presently known of Tirwald but that a third was 
exhibited at the Numismatic Society in 1843. Said to 
have been found at Chesterford, Essex, the piece was 
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illustrated in the Proceedings of the Numismatic Society 
(23 November 1843) where it was illustrated on p. 5. 
Although I have not seen the Proceedings, it is undoubt- 
edly the source for the pasted-in drawing. 

7. Mr. Blunt’s reference to “Forgery in the Anglo-Saxon 
Series” by C. E. Blunt and J. D. A. Thompson (BNJ 
XXVIII, pp. 18-24) where it is stated that this coin “‘suc- 
cessfully passed through the Murchison, Shepherd, Mon- 
tagu, and Jenks collections before being condemned at 
the Ryan Sale (lot 604).”’ The actual dies from which 
this coin was struck have turned up and are in the 
possession of Messrs. A. H. Baldwin & Sons Ltd. (This 
firm has had a long standing policy of taking forgeries 
off of the market and the reference collection that has 
resulted is invaluable for obvious reasons.) 

8. The three coins of Alfred, all from the Cuerdale find of 
1840, can be identified in J. D. A. Thompson’s Inventory 
listing of the Cuerdale Hoard. The first, a penny of the 
“Quatrefoil” type, BMC iii, is unique. 

The second piece, BMC xxi, is the only penny of this 
type from the Exeter mint found in the Cuerdale hoard. 
This exact coin comprised lot 500 of the R. C. Lockett 
sale, where its illustration corresponds to the manuscript 
drawing. The pedigree, as given in the Lockett catalogue, 
is “Ex Cuerdale Hoard, Kenyon, Norris, Whitbourn, 
“Lady in North,” Brice, Montagu, and Sir John Evans 
Collections. 

The third piece shown is a half penny of the “Orsna- 
forda” variety, BMC xvii. of which this is one of two 
found at Cuerdale. The Inventory lists these as Oxford 
pieces, but a footnote indicates that some may be 
Danish imitations. Blunt and Dolley, in “The Chron- 
ology of the Coins of Aelfred the Great, 871-99” (Anglo- 
Saxon coins) state that these pieces have been “‘persis- 
tently associated with Oxford despite the determined 
efforts of Stainer* to disown them.” They further state

‘All the evidence points to the whole coinage emanating 
from a second Viking mint in Yorkshire, and the possi- 
bility of it being at Horsforth is one that is being can- 
vassed though here the last word must lie with the 
philologists.”’ 

9. As Mr. Blunt points out, Bergne’s comments relate to 
the Hand of Providence type of Edward the Elder. 
Listed as BMC xi, North further makes three sub-divi- 
sions: 

(a) “Mailed” hand. Moneyer Alhstan. 

(b) Plain open hand. Moneyers Alhstan and Athulf. 

(c) Hand giving Latin Benediction. Moneyer Deor- 
mod. BMC Eadweard the Elder #106, 107, and 
108 illustrate the three types, pl. VIII, 10, 11, 
and 12. 

11. The reference Mr. Blunt makes here is to “On Some 
Coins of William I. and II.” by L. A. Lawrence, (NC 
1897, pp. 226-234). Lawrence describes a series of coins 
starting with a PAX type of Harold II, continuing 
through the reign of Wm. I, and ending with a late type 
of Wm. II (voided cross, Br. 3). All of the Harold and 
Wm. I coins are die linked. The Wm. II pieces are all 
struck over PACX coins and Lawrence gives sufficient 
proof that forgery is the only possible solution. The coin 
pictured in Bergne’s book is shown as no. 6 on pl. X, 
accompanying the Lawrence article.

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COINAGE OF HALICARNASSUS 
(Birthplace of Herodotus) 





Spurred by sea-trade, Caria’s coastal cities were the first to 
strike her coinage. Halicarnassus was one of five or six of the 
more important port-cities to produce these early issues, exam- 
ples of which are shown here. 

Poseidon, Greek god of the Sea, is the common obserse, with 
his trident on the reverse. The small figures on either side of the 
trident handle, and between its prongs, form the distinguishing 
marks among the different types of the reverses. The period of 
mintage is broad, covering the 1st and 2nd century B.C. Sizes 
vary slightly among the pieces, but the average diameter is about 
17 mm. 

C1. Reverse: Trident handle between crescent and volute, Dol- 
phin between prongs. BMC 20v. 


C2. —, handle between caps of Dioscuri. Dolphins. $12.50 

. —, handle between volutes. Dolphins. $12.50 
C4. —, handle between volutes, Dolphins and letter. $12.50 
C5. —, handle between symbols, Dolphins. $12.50 


Remainder of this small hoard, all similar to those listed, are 
divided by quality between $12.50 and $8.00.
